DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Claim 9 refers to determination of brightness 
of an image to be projected. In that brightness is based upon the environment of the 
projected image and the image has yet to be projected it is unclear how such a 
determination is made. Further, the third limitation refers to "the detected brightness of 
the projected image" which is different from the initial limitation. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 1-2, 4-5, 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Dubin et al. (6,769,777). 

Dubin et al. discloses a projection illumination system comprising: 
First (106) and second (108) lens arrays having aperture control means disposed in 
between; 

Figures 7,8 and 9 illustrate the use of two diaphragm blades shaped such that 
illumination is uniformly decreased by movement of the blades along a common axis. 
Figure 10 illustrates the relationship between the relative displacement and the dimming 
amount. 

As noted in column 7 lines 6-15 various known materials may be used for 
attenuators including reflective materials. 

As noted in column 7 lines 25-30 various known actuators may be utilized 
including voice coils. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 3, 8 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Dubin et 
al. 

Regarding claim 3, it is well known to form images in a rectangular shape having 
one dimension greater than the other. High definition is such a format. It would have 
been obvious to one skilled in the art that the device of Dubin et al. could function with 
the apertures movable in either long or short direction because both would accomplish 
the desired dimming effect. 

As best as claim 9 can be determined, Dubin et al. detects a brightness of 
an image by user control and adjusts the dimming accordingly. 

7. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Dubin et 
al . in view of Yamasaki et al. (6,854,851 ). 

Dubin discloses the invention substantially as claimed but does not teach the use of 
rotation means to move the blades into place. 

Yamasaki et al. teaches an alternate aperture forming means wherein masking 
plates are continuously movement into a light path by rotation. 

As best as applicants invention is disclosed it would have been obvious to one 
skilled in the art at the time of the invention to modify the movement of shaped pairs of 
aperture blades as taught by Dubin in figures 7, 8, and 9 by rotation instead of 
translation in order to form a desired aperture because Yamasaki teaches such 
movement.
